Washington, D. C., July 28.—[§pecial.}]—

Secretary Day proposes that the United 
States shall insist upon the independence of 
Cuba, with this country as the sponsor for 
the new government. 

He also suggests the cession of Porto Rico 
tothe United States absolutely, thus destroy- 
ing Spanish sovereignty in the Western 
Hemisphere. 

His plan involves the retention merely ofa 
galing station in the Philippines. 

Money indemnity is waived, and the Phil- 
ippines are to be given back to Spain in con- 
dderation of the immediate evacuation of 
Havana, so that the work of relieving the 
sgarving people there may begin at once.

To Delay a Settlement. 


There is a strong movement on foot to per- 
suade the President and his Cabinet to 
make Spain only a preliminary answer, 
leaving the disposition of the Philippines to 
be settled hereafter. It is pointed out that, 
although Spain has asked for terms of 
peace and has in effect, if not actually, pro- 
posed an armistice to secure that end, the 
Madrid government offers no pledge of good 
faith. It is strongly suggested to the Pres- 
ident, therefore, that he should insist upon 
some material military advantage as the 
condition precedent to the negotiations for 
peace. 

There are ample precedents for this. Spain 
could be required without violating the 
usages of nations to surrender either Havana 
or San Juan at the present time. The Unit- 
ed States could then negotiate on the general 


question. of indemnity alone, which covers 


the Philippines as a matter of course. Should 
Spain decline to accept the terms finally of- 
fered she could concentrate her energies on 
the defénse of the peninsule, and the United 
States could send an expedition first to the 
Canaries and then to the continent. 


On this theory Blanco at Havana and 


Macias at San Juan would simply evacuate 
their posts without surrendering their 
armies, and their troops could be returned 
to Spain under a flag of truce. In this way 
the United States would secure a pledge of 
good faith on the part of Spain, while, on 
the other hand, Spain would secure the 
servicesagf 100,000 veteran troops with which 
to defend her home ports. 

This would relieve the United States of 
the necessity of developing its Philippine 
policy in advance of detailed advices from 
Dewey and Merritt in regard to the situ- 
ation in Manila. It would also. avoid the 
possibility of European intervention during 


the progress of the negotiations, and would 


confine*the terms of peace to Spain and the 
United States instead of making them an 
issue in European nations which have, or 
fancy they have, interests at stake in the 
Orient. 

The President has given careful attention 
to this theory and it is not impossible that 
it may be adopted. 


Cheap Peace Is Probable. 


The indications are, however, that Secre- 
tary Day’s mild proposition, which has al- 
ready been carefully drafted, will be adopt- 
ed by the Cabinet. The President and the 
Cabinet, including the Secretary of State, 
fully realize the fact that the drift of public 
sentiment in the United States is in favor of 
the retention of the Philippines, or, at least, 
the annihilation of Spanish power in these 
islands. 

The President believes, however, that 
when the situation is fully understood by 
the people, and when the difficulty of colo- 
nial government is appreciated, there will 
be a change in sentiment. 

If the Day plan is not adopted tomorrow 
it will be because popular expression has de- 
ferred it rather than defeated it, and a com- 
promise answer will be submitted to Spain 
so that time may be given to educate the 
people up to the paint of looking with calm- 
ness upon the spectacle of the Spanish flag 
waving over the scene of Dewey’s brilliant 
exploits. 

And to this end It is possible that the con- 
tinuance of Spanish sovereignty may be 
coupled with something in the-nature of an 
American protectorate. At all events an- 
nexation of the Philippines is not, just at the 
present time, a part of President McKinley's 
peace policy. 


Cabinet Divided in Opinion. 


New York, July 28,—-[Special.]—A dispatch 
to the Journal from Washington says: “* The 
Cabinet, which is being polled by the Presi- 
dent on the questions relating to the char- 
acter of the note to be sent to Spain through 
Ambassador Cambon and the terms upon 
which we should proceed with peace negotia- 
tions, is divided. The majority favor the 
sending of a brief answer to the Spanish 
question declaring that the United States 
is willing to talk peace and would like to hear 
the terms Spain proposes. The majority also 
favor the permanent retention of every 
Spanish colonial possession over which the 
American flag now files. Ttie Cabinet to- 
night stands as follows:

Santiago de Cuba, via Hayti, July 28.—

condition of the troops in and about San- 
tilago is such as to excite concern, be- 
cause of the many new cases of fever. It 
is noted, however, that the death list is 
small in comparison with the number of 
those sick, and this seems to confirm the 
opinion of the army medical officers that 
@ large percentage of the fever cases are 
malarial, while the yellow fever itself is of 


a mild type, with unusually low mortality. 


Guantanamo’s 7,000 Prisoners. 
{SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK 
WORLD AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
Santiago, July 28.—The government has 
taken possession of the 7,000 troops at 
Guantanamo. These include Linares’ corps 
of eastern Cuba. ‘ 
The Spanish prisoners here now number 
12,000. There are 2,000 at Holguin. 
The deportation of the Spanish troops here 
and at Guantanamo is expected to begin 
on Monday next. . 
The health of the Spaniards in the camps 
is improving, but many funerals are wit- 
nessed in the city, the deaths resulting 
mainly from starvation, exposure, and the 
native fevers. 
The Town of Santiago is orderly. 


Seaman Accidentally Killed, 


Playa del Este, Guantanamo Bay, July 


—The body of Karl Anderson, seaman of 
‘the United States cruiser Brooklyn, was 
buried ashore here this morning. Ander- 
son was killed by the accidental discharge 
of a Spanish one-pound shell, smuggled 
from one of the destroyed Spanish cruisers 
against the orders of Captain Cook. ” 

The shell exploded on Tuesday while An- 
derson was hammering it in an effort to 
separate the cartridge and shell. Several 
of the Brooklyn’s men were around at the 
time, but all escaped the flying fragments 
except Anderson. A number of the pieces 
entered his abdomen. 


Convalescents Coming to Long Island. 

New York, July 28.—[Special.]—A dispatch 
to the Journal from Washington says: 
_“The first contingent of convalescents 
from General Shafter’s army will sail from 
Santiago next week for Montauk Point, L. I. 
The ravages of disease in the provinces have 
alarmed the War department, and all of 
Shafter’s troops, as soon as they can be 
moved, will be brought North to the new 
camp selected by General Sternberg. 

“The War department has been consider- 
ing all day what troops shall be sent to San- 


tiago for General Shafter. The department 


finally decided to send immune and South- 
ern regiments to Santiago, and as these ar- 
rive the weakliest of General Shafter’s army 
will be sent North to Montauk Point. All 
must be free of any taint of infection, and it 
will be weeks before any large portion of the 
Santiago army will find a resting place im the 
North. 

“The alarmingly large number of sick in 
General Shafter’s army is fercing the gov- 
ernment to.hurry preparations for the camp 
at Montauk Point. It is thought _that the 
perfect isolation of Montauk Point, which 
is at the eastern end of Long Island, will 
remove all fear of State quarantine laws. 

“Another Washington “dispatch quotes 
Secretary Alger as saying none of Shafter’s 
troops, will be moved until fever conditions 
change.”’

Work Cut Out for Brooke. 
Washington, D. C., July 28.—[Special ]— 


| General John R. Brooke, in command of an 


expedition consisting of infantry, cavalry, 
and artillery, numbering 5,300 men, left 
Newport News this, afternoon for Porto 
Rico. General Brooke’s destination is Fa- 
jardo, on the northern part of the east coast 
of the island. 

In view of the speed of the auxiliary cruis 
ers St. Paul and St. Louis, which carry Gen- 
eral Hains’ brigade, General Brooke, it is 
calculated, will reach Porto Rico in three 
days with the nucleusof his expedition, while 
the troops which embarked on transports 
will not reach the island within six days. 


Meanwhile, however, General Brooke will | 


have prepared a landing for them and per- 
fected arrangements to carry out that por- 
tion of the plan of campaign intrusted to 
-him by General Miles. 

Secretary Alger received no word from 
General Miles today, although expecting ad- 
vices momentarily. Silence on the part of 
the commanding General indicates, in the 
opinion of military officials, that he and his 
command are too busy for such trivial mat- 
ters as reporting the progress of events 
when there is more serious business to do 
with the Spaniards. General Miles has not 
even taken time to let his superiors know 
what he wants in the way of reinforcements, 
but his reticence, experts say, is merely the 
mask behind which he conceals his deter- 
mination to run the Porto Rican campaign 
to suit himself and as circumstances Cictate, 


No Interference with Miles. 


War department officials are so ignorant 
of General Miles’ plans that*when General 
Brooke telegraphed for instructions today 
as to whither he should proceed Secretary 
Alger told him to go to Fajardo and get his 
orders there from General Miles. Fajardo 
was the point which Secretary Alger and 
other officials believed General Miles had 
selected as a landing place and instructed 
Generals Ernst, Schwan, and Brooke to pro- 
ceed to that point. In view of General Miles’ 
appearance at Guanica General Brooke was 
in a quandary and wished to know whether 
he should set out for Guanica on the south 
coast or Fajardo on the east shore. | 

It is possible the commanding General will 
charge Brooke with executing that pertion 
of his plan of campaign which contempiates 
an advance upon San Juan from the south- 
east. In view of the arrival of the expedi- 
tionary force under Generals Schwan and 
Ernst at Guanica yesterday military uffi- 
cials point out that Miles will have no need 
of the troops under Brooke, more particu- 
larly if he has already captured Ponce, the 
first objective of the campaign. With 
Schwan’s and HErnst’s forces, together with 
the troops which accompanied him from 
Santiago, Miles has an army of nearly 15,000 
men, with which he can easily make the 
march through the interior to the Bayamon 
Mountain. General Brooke’s force is pew- 


erful enough to capture Fajardo and its 


strategic approaches from the mountain, al- 


though if General Brooke is depended upon 


to make the march from the port direct to the 
point of rendezvous at Rio Piedras he will 
require reinforcements. 


Where Fighting Is Expected, 
Tt 4s believed the enemy will make the 
determined stand at Rio Piedras, which 
is the mountain suburb of San Juan.

CULVER MAKES DENIAL THAT HIS MEN ARE IN REVOLT, 


Conflicting stories of dissensions in the 
Fifth Illinois Regiment were received by THz 
TRIBUNB last night from different sources. 
Whatever the merits of either may be, it 
seems established that the order recalling 
the regiment and the discomforts to which 
it has subsequently been subjected have cre-_ 
ated a spirit of dissatisfaction among the ‘ 
men. Colonel Culver, in answer to a query, 
states that his men are loyal and that re- 
ports to the contrary are untrue. Chaplain 
Davia also denies that the men are in re- 
bellion. Colonel Culver’s statement and the 
two reports follow: 

Chickamauga Park, July 28.—[Special.]— 
Every man in the Fifth Illinois is a soldier 


and knows and does his whole duty.’ Weare | 


in our new camp, and while this regiment 
cannot understand why they have not gone 
forward after breaking camp twice they 
obey orders and without question. Lies are 
being told about the regtment.

Chattanooga, July 28.—[Special 
The Fifth Illinois has practically gone “ on 
strike.’””’ It wants to fight and is ready to 
quit the United States service because it has 
not been given a chance. The men are in- 
censed at Colonel Culver. He declares that 
he is not to blame for the failure to go to 
Porto Rico. 


Half of the Men Gone. 

At least one-half of the men have left 
camp without permission, and are camped in 
their shelter tents between the city and 
Chickamauga Park. There were not enough 
men at the camp today to pitch the tents in 
the new location, where the eegtment is to 
‘hereafter live. 

Two hundred and fifty of the regiment 
are in the city tonight; some of them sleep- 
ing in vacant lots under their shelter tents, 
which they brought with them, and others 
are staying with acquaintances who sym- 
pathize with them in their troubles. 

- There ts no kind of order or Pinoy and 
no roll-call has been called since yesterday 
Morning. 

Those of the men who have been in the 
city have been in the main well behaved and 
have not been guilty of any improprieties. 
Some of the men who are camping along the 

roads and on the hillsides outside of the 
park have been living on the contents of 
farmers’ wagons and delivery provision 
wagons. 
' Desert on the Return. 

When the order came yesterday to go 
back to camp after the men had marched to 
Rossville, all order was a doned, and, 
before the camp was reached, more than 
one-half of the rank had scattered and gone. 
The men had slept little the night before, 
having been engaged in a pouring rain tak- 
ing down tents and packing up their belong- 


' ings for the trip. 


All this they bore like men, !aughing and 
singing, and. keeping time to the ceaseless | 
patter of the rainontheir ponchos, All they 
knew was that at last they were going to the 
front, where glory and action awaited them. 

When the orders to return to camp came 
the men were so disheartened lots of them 
cried. One member of Company E laid down 
‘and cried and then got up and broke his gun 
across a tree, disappeared, and has not been 
heard of since. 


,Disown the Regiment. 

Several of them have torn the epaulets 
from their shoulders and the “ Fifth lin- 
ois ’’ from their coat collars. 

Of the few men who reached the camp in 
the park last night all were sore and dis- 
heartened. They found a desolate place. 
All the little conveniences that a camp ilfe 
of weeks had created were gone. The mess 
tables had been burned, the bath-houses that 
had been put up by the Army and Navy/ 
League of Illinois had been torn down, and 
other little camp equipment had been given 
to neighbors. All the boys found was mud 
and the rain coming down like fury. They 
had no tents, and they had to apend the night 
under their dog tents. 

The cooks had all become demoralized or 


. were “‘ on strike,”’ so that the boys got noth- 


ing but hardtack for their suppers, not even 
having coffeé to brace their nerves. 


Cooks Also on a Strike. 


Nor did the cooks appear today, and hard- 
tack has been the diet all day. Those who 
did not go back, and they were the majority, 
fared even worse. A number of them reached 
the city and were entertained by the ladies 
of the Christian Temperance union at their 
“ Soldiers’ Rest.”’ 

Thie morning there was no roll call at the 
camp, and it is not known exactly how many 
were absent, but several officers state that 
there were nét half of the volunteers in 
camp. There were only two of B company, 
A had twelve, H had twenty, B only about 
fifty, M had forty, and there were propor- 
tionately the same number in the others. 

For some reason the men and most of the 
officers—apparently without. reason—hold 
Colonel Culver responsible for the change 
of orders which kept them at home for the 
second time after they had been ordered 
to the front. They claim that as they are 
the senior regiment they should have been 
allowed to go before the First Illinols, but 
failing in that they should have been al- 


Men Charge Bad Faith. 

- Instead they were shelved and then when 
reason held back again. The men say that 
while it required them two whole days to 
-make the preparations to move this last 
“time, it should have taken only a few hours. 


Yesterday afternoon the men showed 
plainly their feeling for Colonel Culver. 
After they had been ordered back and while 


feeling between Colonel Culver and 


their hard luck, a proposition te cheer the 
Colonel was’met with groans. 

And it is said that when the Colonel this 
morning called up the few men who were 
in the camp and made them a epeech, ex- 
plaining that he had nothing to do with 
the order, the men showed their appreciation 
by groaning at intervals. 


Canteen Profits Undivided. 

It appears that there has been complaint 
in the regiment over various matters, and 
THE TRIBUNE correspondent was told to-— 
night by three members of Company BD that 
one of the causes for discontent outside of 
the failure of the regiment to get away on 


Wednesday was that there had been, no _ 
division of the profits of the canteen since 


the regiment had been at Chickamauga. 

The canteen has been In operation some- 
thing over two months, and it is sald that. 
the credit accounts of the men which were 
deducted from their pay at the last pay day 
was $3,800, and that this amount, in addi- 
tion to the cash received at the canteen, had . 
not been distributed. + 


When asked when they thought the men | 


would answer at camp for duty an officer of 
E company said that he thought that by 


“Sunday or Monday they would all be in camp. 


Next Monday is pay day, and they will prob- 
ably be present to answer the muster rolis 
on that day. 

The officers and men talk freely, but say 
that they cannot allow the use of their 
names for fear of the consequences to them- | 
selves, but all these statements dre vouched > 
for. 

Another Version of the Dissension. 

Camp Thomas, Chickamauga Nationa] Pk., 
Ga., July 28.—[Special.]—Never did a regi- 
ment seem so pursued b 
Illinois. Last night the regiment came back 
from its Rossville trip to a muddy, sloppy 
camp, and spent another night in the rain, 
having been without rations for twenty-four 
hours. This morning it received orders 
march two miles away to a new cam 
ground with the First Brigade of the Sec- 
ond Dtvision, First Arniy Corps, where it. 
takes the place of the One Hundred and 
Sixteenth Indiana, which was ordered ta 
Newport News instead of the Fifth. 

‘Tents were struck and the march was 
made to the new camping ground. The 
camp was laid out and the wet, soggy can- 
was stretched ready for raising, when an-. 
other rainfall began. It proved to be the 
heaviest of a record-breaking series of reins 
during the-last week. 

‘What Colonel Culver and his staf 
suffered in the last two days only those who 
are here with them know. To increase the 
perplexities of the situation sensational 
stories are in circulation to the effect that 
the commanding officer was to blame toy 
the regiment’s disappointment. 


Report of a Riot Denied. 

It is also reported that the men have broken 
out ingo a riot. These statementsare false. 

It is e that many of the men were dis- 
gusted at the disappointment which they 
suffered. One man in disgust broke his gun 
against a tree, but was promptly arrested 
and will be court-martialed. Several other 
shen took off their blanket rolls and went to 
Chattanooga to “ celebrate.””. They will be 
disciplined. This morning several of the” 
gen robbed a watermelon wagon. They 


‘were promptly arrested and Colonel Culver 
gnade them pay the huckster for his melons 
before placing them in the guardhouse. 


Culver Appeals to His Men. 

This morning when the Colonel noted the 
dissatisfaction among his men he called 
them together and made an appeal to them 
not to forget they were soldiers who be- 
longed to a regiment which had never had 
@ stain on its record. He reminded them of 
their duty as soldiers and said the first 
thing to remember was that orders should . 
be obeyed without question or hesitation. 

There was nothing bitter or unsoldierty 
in the address, and it had the effect of bring~ 
ing the men into line more cheerfully. To 
add to the Colonel's troubles, the civilian 


teamsters attempted to give up their places 


just as the regiment had loaded its effects | 
and was about to move to the new camp. 
They were promptly placed under arrest 
and forced to attend to their duties, ;'

In spite of the fact that a week will elapse 
before another expedition departs for Porto 
Rice, General Miles will not remain idle, but 
will in all probability set out for San Juan 
immediately after garrisoning Ponce.

Lack of Light Draft River Boats 
Said to Be the Cause of the De- 
tention at the Mouth of the 
River. 


, Seattle, Wash., July 28.—[Special.]—Angry 
and excited passengers are prisoners on 
half a dozen vessels at St. Michael’s because 
of limited facilities for landing. Old estab- 
lished transportation companies control 
large portions of the frontage, and this, in 
connection with a lack of lighters, has shut 
gold-hunters on shipboard. There is a de- 
plorable absence of light draft river boats 
and the condition of affairs with passengers 
eating up supplies and no more obtainable 
is reported as desperate. Undoubtedly the 


‘vessel in the worst predicament is the Pro- 


gresso, which has 160 passengers and which 
has been at St. Michael’s several weeks with- 
out unloading anything. 

Two of the passengers, Miss Jefferson and 
Mrs. A. M. Maker of Chicago, returned here 
on the Humboldt. The Progresso was op- 
erated by the Big Square route, which has 
become insolvent. 

“The condition of the Progresso’s pas- 
sengers,’’ said Mrs. Baker, “is simply ter- 
rible. When we went;>North we expected 


to connect with the Moran fleet of river . 


steamers, but one of the fieet is wrecked, 
another beached for repairs, and the re- 
mainder are struggling along somewhere in 
Bering Sea. The Big Square people’ have 
made-‘only a partial payment for the boats 
and of course can do nothing now. My hus- 
band is on the Progresso, and he intends 
if possible to form a pool. of passengers to 
buy one of the river steamers. Very likely 
he will not have the opportunity, for the 
Progresso. may start back at once, bring- 
ing all its passengers.” ° 

Captain James Bonnefield of the Humboldt 
brought out a telegram from the master of 
the steamer Dirigo, which sailed from San 
Francisco, informing its owners that he 
cannot land his passengers, and saying that 
if he were not already short of supplies he 
would return with all his passengers. The 
National City, with 100 gold hunters from 
Portland, had been at St. Michael’s three 
weeks, unable to land passengers, Lighters. 
cannot be secured, and the river steamers 
it expected to connect with never reached 
St. Michael's.

This has seemed 
to be the duty of the Treasury department in 
view of unavoidable delays in placing the 
actual bonds in the hands of the larger sub- 
scribers. . 

‘The energies of the department are now 
directed? to shipping bonds to smaller sub- 
scribers under the general theory of the law 
tha: the small subscribers should receive the 
first recognition. While making the allot- 
ment notice assignable, as provided, will not 
be as convenient to the larger subscribers 
as would a more prompt delivery of bonds, 
it is belieyed the arrangement will fairly 
meet the fieeds of those who for various 
reasons cannot await the actual delivery of 
the bonds. Sample forms of assignments 
and transfers have been furnished to the 
Subtreasuries at New York, Boston, Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, Chicago, Cincinnati, St.

Board Must Now Let Contract and 
Friends of the Strobel Plan 
» Yet Have Hopes. 


POINTS FOR CENTER PIER. 


By a vote of 5 to 4 the Engineering com- 
mittee of the Drainage board, which in- 
cludes ‘all of the trustees, Gecided yesterday 
to recommend the adoption of the Schenke 
design for an eight-track railroad bridge at 
Campbell avenue, the contract for its con- 
struction to be given to the J. G. Wagner 
company of Milwaukee. 

After two hours of discussion between ad- 

vocates of the Strobel and Scherzer des?fgns 
enough of the trustees compromised on the 
Schenke pattern to secure a majority in its 
favor. Trustees Kelly, Eckhart, Braden, 
Smyth, and Mallette were the five who final- 
ly voted to adopt it. Trustees Boldenweck 
and Carter held out to the last for the 
Strobel design, while Trustees Wenter and 
Jones coast their votes first and last in favor 
of the Scherzer rolling lift bridge. 

Trustee Braden had all along been a per- 


‘sistent advocate of the Scherzer design and 


Trustee Eckhart had stood with those who 
thought the Strobel should be selected. 
Trustees Kelly, Smyth, and Mallette had 
occupied the middle ground against any 
kind of a center pier bridge on the one hand 
and opposed to expending as much money 
for a structure of the bascule style as was 
called for in the Scherzer bids. After visit- 
ing Milwaukee and seeing the Schenke style 
of bridge operated they became convinced 
it would meet the requirements, so when 
the Engineering committee met in the after- 
noon they proposed the adoption of that 
design. | 


Eckhart and Braden Give In. 


The whole question of cost for building, 
maintaining, and operating, on which the 
board has been divided for weeks, was fought 
over again until Mr. Eckhart finally gave up 
his advocacy of the cheaper structure and 
Mr. Braden the dearer one, and both joined 
the compromise forces. The bid of the 
Wagner company for a Scherke bridge, ex- 
clusive of operating machinery, is $366,759, 
and with the machinery complete as a mov- 

ble bridge, $416,750. These figures in tHe

Sarst imstanee are’$131,835 higher than C. L. 


Strobel’s bid of $235,424, and $2,391 less than 


sscherzer’s bid of $369,140. 


But the bids on movabie pridges show dif- 
ferent results. The Wagner bid is $416,750, 
the Strobel bid is $337,424, and the Scherzer 
company’s bid $510,880. This places the final 
cost of the Schenke design at $79,326 more 
than the Strobel and at $94,130 less than the 
Scherzer. 

In a report on all these bids made to the 
board Chief Engineer Isham Randolph esti- 
mated that it would take $366,442 to capital- 
ize the Schenke bridge for maintenance and 
operating expenses. His estimate on the 
Strobel bridge fixes the amount necessary at 
$352,072, and on the Scherzer $408,010. But 
some of the trustees contend that these fig- 
ures are much higher than they need be. 


_ Fight Is Long and Bitter. 


The fight, net.only in committee but every 
time two or more of the trustees happened 
to get together, over this particular matter 
has been long and bitter. It stirred more 
discussion, perhaps, than any other single 
topic in connection with the building of the 
canal. Only two of the trustees—Carterand 
Eckhart—originally came out openly in 
favor of adopting the Strobel center-pier de- 
sign. President Boldenweck was noncom- 
m l Mr. Carter and Mr. Eckhart were 
confident that it.would meet every require- 
ment and that the board would save by its 
adoption fully $100,000. Both contended that 
many years would go by before the govern- 
ment declared the canal open to navigation, 
and until that time arrived. there would be 
no need for more than one-half of any bridge 
to be operated, and the Strobel was the only. 
design présented which permitted the mov- 
ing of one of its spans atatime. Some of 
the other trustees opposed the proposition 
to permit a center-pier bridge at any price, 
and they hesitated ‘also to assume the re- 
sponsibility of giving the railroad companies 
a guarantee that the Strobel bridge would 
operate satisfactorily. However, before the 
bids were received the railroad companies 
accepted the Strobel design as one among 


others to be admitted in the contest, thusin- . 


dicating that it would be satisfactory to 
them if adopted. 

At any rate, the prospective action of the 
board in awarding the contract will have to 
be considered and accepted by the railroads 
before work is begun. The Engineering com- 
mittee will report its action to the board for 
approval either this afternoon 6r at the 
next regular meeting. The board will meet 
today in special session and may settle the 
bridge question then. Thechances are, how- 
ever, that the matter will go over until the 
regular meeting next week. 


_ Features of the Schenke. 


The Schenke bridge design is a type of 
the general class known to engineers as a 
bascule bridge. The draw is opened in 
two sections, from either side, leaving the 
draw free. Each section turns from be- 
neath on an axle and the girders which 
support the strain upon the center close 
up from below like a knife. The sections 
are pulled back and up from either side 
by mechanical devices and roll upon the 
axes at the bottom of the structure. The 
two sections are worked by the‘same power 
and the machinery for both is started from 
the same lever. The bridge can be opened 
or closed inside of thirty seconds, and a 
slight jar in closing was the only difficulty 
observed by the trustees in their inspec- 
tion of the two bridges at Milwaukee which 
are built on this design. Heavy counter 
weights are used upon the dock ends of 
the bridges to save motive power in operat- 
ing them. The eighty feet draw at Huron 
street in Milwaukee requires from fifteen 
to twenty-five horse-power to lift it, ac- 
cording to the strength of the wtnd. The 
designs for the drainage canal structure are 
slightly improved on the Milwaukee bridge. 


Good Points of the Strobel. 


Although the vote of the Engineering com- 
mittee would seem to be decisive, the friends 
of the Strobel system held to the hope last 
evening that the board ultimately would 
shift and adopt the center pier bridge. The 
Strobel bridge is a Chicago product. Mr. 
Strobel Is an engineer with an office in the 
Monadnock Building. For fifteen years he 
was the chief engineer of the Carnegie 
Steel company, and he became prominent in 
bridge building circles during that time. He 
was the contractor for the “ jackknife ”’ 
structure at Van Buren street and has de- 
signed a number of bridges about the coun- 
try. The bridge which bears his name is his 
°o and he holds patent rights upon it. 
In an interview yesterday Mr. Strobel said: 

“This bridge has been favorably reported 
on by some of the most prominent bridge 
engineers in Chicago. It has all the ad- 
vantages of stability of a solid center pier 
bridge, although working with a mere wall 
3f eight feet in the center. It opens either 
yne or two draws at will and fulfills the 
‘allway companies’ wish for a bridge that 
shall technically belong to each of them. 
It is built in four sections, which may be 


‘operated separately .or all together, and 


aither one or both draws may be opened. 
In the n of the canal it is probable 
that only one draw will be required at one 


time. 

**In operating the bridge little power and 
but simple machinery is required. It could 
be completely counterbalanced, but the 


t 


m.the b itself. The total. weight in 
of the counterbalance, de 


tons, and the machinery provided in the 


specifications is ample for the lifting of 
this structure. Its operation is the simple 
putti in motion of a large crane which 
raises the draw of the bridge upon a level 
for some five feet and places the wheels 
attached upon a track. On this track it is 
run back ninety-three feet. The whole op- 
eration can be accomplished in much less 
than one minute and probably in half of 
that time. The contention that has been 
argued of uncertainty in the return of the 
draw to its proper position is offset by my 
certainty that it will necessarily fall in the 


sockets provided for it and thus secure a 


stability unprovided for in the other bridges. 
The power is small and the utility great. 
I have been an engineer working upon 
bridges and like structures for nearly twenty 
years and have agreed to furnish a bond of 
$85,000 that shall be forfeited if my bridge 
does not do what I claim for it.” 


COURT FIXES THE 
BLAME IN BOUR- 
GOGNE DISASTER. 


British Ship Cromartyshire Exon- 
erated and the Officers of the 
French Ship Censured for Being 
Out of the Regular Course. 


Halifax; N. 8., July 28.—The decision of 
the Court of Inquiry given here today ex- 
onerates Captain Henderson and the officers 
of the ship Cromartyshire from all blame 
in the Bourgogne disaster, in which more 
than 500 lives were lost. 

The report was made by Captain W. H. 
Smith of the British Royal Navy Reserve, 
with whom were assoctated in the investi- 
gation €aptain Bloomfield Douglass, R. N. 
R., and Captain Lewis Anderson, nautical 
assessor. 

Captain Smith refers briefly to the voy- 


age of the Cromartyshire up to the night |: 


of July 3, and dwells at length on the ffi-=" 
cidents of the collision as described the 
master and crew of the sailing vessel. He 
says: 

‘“‘ At the time the two ships came into col- 
lision the concussion was so violent and the 


blow inflicted so heavy that the sailing ves- 
.sel was driven apparently considerably 


rom the course she was heading, although 
the number of points she was caused to de- 
viate is not exactly stated, but the effect 
of the blow caused its headway to be 
stopped and made it unmanageable. The 
jibboom and bowsprit of the Cromarty- 
shire passed over the side of the steamer 
and was broken and torn away from the 
starboard side of the sailing ship, with all 
of the gear attached, and cast over the lee 
side. The foremast was also broken and 
came down from aloft and fell over the 
same side of the ship. The-:collision bulk- 


head remained intact, which saved the ship , 


from foundering. 

“The damage La Bourgogne sustained 
was not known to those on board the sail- 
ing ship and could not be, as the evidence 
shows it passed quickly out of sight across 
the bow to starboard: Only one man on 


} board the sailing vessel noticed any per- 


son on the steamier’s deck.’’ 

Captain Smith's report sets forth the meas- 
ures taken on the Cromartyshire to discover 
if there was loss of life on the steamship, 
and special attention is drawn to the inter- 
national regulations for preventing collisions 
at sea, which, the report says, ‘‘ should have 
been observed by these vessels.’’ 

“There can be no doubt,’ it is added, 
“that the steamer was supplied with an 
efficient steam whistle and that it was 
sounded at regular intervals. The officers 


.of the sailing ship and most of the crew 


heard it several minutes before the collision. 
Abundant proof is also produced that the 
sailing ship had an efficient horn and was 
using it according to regulations. From 
statements ‘made by wftnesses in this @ase 
there is an indication that the sailing ship’s 
horn was heard on board the steamer and 
regard to the speed of the 

at the time of the collision, the 

*“ Nothing can be absolutely and correct- 
ly known as to its rate, excapt from the in- 
ferences drawn from the various statements 
made in the evidence. From the sudden 
manner the steamer first camein sight upon 
the port bow of the sailing’ ship and its 
equally quick disappearance in the fog tm- 
mediately after the casualty, as shown by 
the evidence, the court inferred the conclu- 
sion that the steamer was proceeding at a 
high rate of speed. 

“Article 20 states that when a steam ves- 
sel and a sailing vessel are proceeding in 
such directions as to involve risk of collision 
the steam vessel shall keep out of the way 
of the sailing vessel. For reasons unknown 
to the court the steamer did not keep clear 
of the sailing vessel. 

“Article 21 says: ‘ Whereby of these rules 
one of the two vessels is to keep out of the 
way, the other shall keep its course and 
speed.” The evidencé upon this point is of 
a clear and satisfactory character and con- 
clusively proves that the sailing ship un- 
der the circumstances did keep its course 
and speed, according to the provisions of the 
act.. The court is of opinion that its master 
would not have been justified in departing 
from the statutory regulations unless he 
coukd have sheltered himself under the con- 
ditions pointed out in article 21. 

** All the necessary duties were performed 
on the sailing ship with proper caution, and 
due diligence was exercised in its naviga- 
tion by its Captain when the character of 
the fog was taken into consideration. Cap- 
tain Henderson of the Cromartyshire and 
the officers of his ship are therefore exon- 
erated from blame for the collision and its 
consequences.”’ 

In conclusion, Captain Smith adds: 

“It appears to me that La Bourgogne, as 
a mail steamship starting from New York, 
was not in the position at the time of the 
colNsion as indicated by the steam lanes on 
the pilot chart of the north Atlantic. It also 
appears to me that it is highly desirable the 
rules of following the steamer lanes should 
be made more binding on all stegm- 
ers navigating the Atlantic when biy- 
ing between New York and Eu- 
ropean ports. Although in in- 
quiry I have not been called upon or em- 
powered to make any inyestigations as to 
the conduct of the master and officers of 
La Bourgogne or as to the navigation of that 
ship, it is evident that had the commander, 
Captain Deloncle, adopted the rules laid 
down his vessel could not have been in the 
position indicated by the disaster.”’ 

The report concludes with the recom- 
mendation that new lane routes be estab- 
lished for fast passenger steamers between 
American and European ports. 

Paris, July 28.—M. Edouard Lockrey, Min- 
ister of Marine, has decided to order a fresh 
inquiry into the loss of La Bourgogne. If 

t is found that any of the crew failed of 

eir duty they will be punished. M. Lock- 
rey has also deciéed to submit to the Cham- 
ber of Deputies a bill providing measures. 
for the better safeguarding of ocean naviga- 
tion. 

New York, July 28.—[{Special.]—Paul Fa- 
guet, acting agent of the French line, was 


‘geen today regarding the decision of the 
‘court of inquiry on La Bourgogne disaster 


at Halifax. 

“The evidence was all one-sided,” he 
said. ‘‘ Theacourt called the members of the 
Cromartyshire crew, but heard nobody from 
our side. Perhaps if the American or 
French nation had held a’court of inquiry 
the result might have been - different. Our 
company in Paris is also conducting an in- 
vestigation, the result of which we have 
not yet learned.” 

When asked-what he had to say about the 
statement that La Bourgogne was out of its 
course when the collision occurred, he said: 

“It is just sixty miles from Sable Island 
where the vessel was at the time, showing 
that it was in its course.’’ 

When questioned as to why the French 
line did not join In the agreement which 
other lines made some time ago, dividing 
the routes into four seasons instead of two 
as heretofore, he answered: 

‘*IT don't think it is possible to follow any 
hard and fast rule as to routes. The Cap- 
tains haye a route laid down for them, but 
they have a discretionary power which they 
must sometimes exercise and change their 
course, for example, to avoid meeting a 
stray iceberg.”’

Frank A. Vanderlip Describes 
the Products and People - 
of the Islands. 


PROBLEMS TO BE FACED. 


Group Occupies a Commanding 
Position in Regard: to 
Eastern Trade. 


FUTURE OF ITS COMMERCE. 


Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Fgank 
A. Vanderlip of Chicago hasan article in the 
current Century on “ Facts About the Phil- 
ippines.””’ Mr. Vanderlip discusses the prob- 
lems presented by the victory of American 
seamen in the far Bast and directs attention 
to the fact that the expansion of the spheres 
of European influence during the last 
twenty-five years has been due to the spirit 
of commercialism rather than to an abstraét 

ire for increased territories. — 

r. Vanderlip’s task apparently Is to fur- 
nish the American people, who must weigh 
the question of the retention or abandonment 
cf the Philippines, with the data on which 
an intelligent judgment can be based; to set 
forth the advantages that might be expected 
from the development of the riches of (the 
islands, and the difficulties that might aris 
in their administration. 

“It is as a base for commercial opera- 
tions,’ Mr. Vanderlip writes, ‘“‘that the 


islands seem to possess the greatest impor- 


tance. They occupy a favored location, not- 
with reference to one part of any particular 
country of the Orient, but to all parts. To- 
gether with the islands of the Japanese Em- 
pire, since the acquirement of Formosa, the 
Philippines are the pickets of the Pacific, 
standing guard at the entrances to trade 
with the millions of China, Corea, French 
Indo-China, the Malay peninsula, and the 
Islands of Indonesia to the south, Austra- 
lasia may even be regarded as in the line of 
trade. 


ve a Commanding Position. 


“A glance at the map will readily show 
what a commanding position the archipelago 
occupies with reference to adjacent territory. 

‘* With the opening of the Nicarague Canal, 
however, the trade of our Atlantic ports with 
the Orient will take the safer and shorter 
réute thus provided; and in addition to this, 
the commerce of much of Europe which now 
seeks the East by the voyage through the 
Mediterranean, the Suez Canal, the Indian 
Ocean, and the Straits, or by the Cape route 
will turn in the opposite direction. The pos- 
session of the Philippines by a progressive 
commercial power, if the Nicaragua Canal 
project should be completed, would change 
the course of ocean navigation as it con- 
cerns a large percentage of the water-borne 
traffic of the world. Europe looks to the 
Nicaragua Canal and the Pacific as offering 
a better route to the far Eastern countries; 
and in the event of its completion, the os 
pelago will be the gateway to all the trad 
of lower China and the countries south.”’ 

The position of the Hawalian Islands with’ 
reference to the canal and the Philippinesis 
clearly brought out, and Mr. Vanderlip says: 

‘** More than half of the people of the earth 
in the countries which may be easily 
reached from the Philippines. There is 
China, which, according to the latest esti- 
mates, has a population of more than 400,- 
000,000; the East Indies (British, Dutch, and 
French), 343,000,000; Japan, 42,000,000; Brit- 
ish Australasia, 5,000,000; Siam, 5,000,000; 
and the Straits Settlements, 600,000—alto- 
gether a population ten times that of the 
United States.”’ 


Future Trade with China. 


Attention is @irected to the railroad con- 
struction now under way in China and the 
probability of trade relations being estab- 
lished with these millions of people early in 
the next century. The present foreign com- 
merce of the far East is stated at exceeding 
two thousands millions a year, the imports 
being a few millions over a billion dollars 
and the exports about the same. The in- 
terest of the United States in this commerce 
amounts to about $150,000,000, or about 
7 per. cent of the whole. Mr, Vanderlip 
continues: 

‘‘Our chief trade among these countries 
is with Japan. We buy more than 82 per 
cent of Japan’s exportable products, and 


‘we supply 12 per cent of all the empire buys 


abroad. We take one-twelfth of China’s 
exports, sending in return one-twentieth of 
her imports. Trade with the Hawalian Is- 
lands is almost exclusively our own, more 
than 99 per cent of their exports being 
shipped to the United States, while they 
take from us 76 per cent of all their imports. 
We enter into the trade of British Austra- 
lasia to the extent of 5 per ¢ent of its total 
commerce. To the Philippine Islands we 
send but little over one-two-hundredth part 
of their imports, while we take more than 
orfe-fifth of their entire exports, and more 
than one-half of their exports of sugar and 
hemp. The import figures must not, how- 
ev2r, be taken to indicate the whole of Amer- 


jean shipments to the countries named, for 
‘they represent only the trade direct. Many 


exports of the United States are credited in 
English and American statistics to the com- 
merce of Great Britain. > 


Second Only to Great Britain. 


“Our interests in the Orient, however, 
may best be understood from the fact that, 
next to Great Britain, we have the largest 
commerce with these countries. Germany 
and France, although active in securing 
commercial advantages in China, have not 
yet acquired sufficient importance in trade 
returns to be classified, except as ‘ other 
Europe.’ There is a promising fleld for our 
manufactures of cotton in almost all coun- 
tries of the Orient. Within a few years our 
exports of raw.cotton to Japan have 
doubled, and our trade with China has 
shown a marked tendency toward expansion. 
We have the bulk of the trade in mineral 
oils, although there is a growing competi- 
tion with Russia, which may be greater 
when the transsiberian road is completed.” 


Riches of the Philippines. 


Of the resources of the Philippines Mr. 
Vanderlip says: ‘‘ This magnificent archi- 
pelago has an area of about 114,000 square 
miles, or more than two-thirds that of the 
Spanish peninsula, and three times that of 
Spain’s possessions in the West Indies. 
Luzon, nearest Formosa and the coasi of 
China, and the largest island of the group, 
is of sufficient extent to equal the combined 
area of Cuba and Porto Rico. The fertile 
island of Mindanao, at the southern extremi- 
ty of the archipelago, has an area equal to 
that of ‘The Pearl of the Antilles.’ Be- 
tween these two great islands, Luzon and 
Mindanao, are others, smaller and of vary- 
ing importance. Upon one of them, Panay, 
is situated the City of Iloilo, rapidly devel- 
oping into a port quite independent of the in- 
fluence of Manila, which, for the most part, 
controls the trade of the Philippines.” 

The area of the islands is equalto that of 


‘the New England States, with New Jersey, 


Delaware, and Maryland added, though 
owing to their volcanic origin the arable 
area is about one-third of the whole. The 
Valley of the Cagayan, 200 miles long and 
100 wide, on the island of Luzon, {s spoken of 
having an exceptionally bright future, The 
port of Aparri at the mouth of the river 
stands guard over an extensive Vay with* 
harbor facilities equal to an@ safer than 
those at Manila. Aparri is also twenty-four 
fours neater Hongkong and San Francisco. 


Luzon and Its Resources, . 


“Interest chiefly centers on the Island of 
Luzon,” says Mr. Vanderlip, “ not only be- 
cause Manila is situated on that island, but 
because of the diversity of its products. 
In the valley of the Cagayan great to- 
bacco flelds, which rival those of the Vuelta 
Abajo of Cuba. The greater; part. of the

Rice is.a staple 
crop, because, as with most other peoples of 
the Orient, it is the greatest article of food 
consumption. None is exported, however, 
and notwithstanding there is abundant ter- 
ritory suitable for rice growing, it has not 
been utilized, for the reason that the direct- 
ing agencies have in this, as in all other in- 
stances, failed to induce the people to make 
the most of their advantages. 

‘* Coffee also is grown, and the more civil- 
ized natives have each a little grove of trees 
which produce four or five bushels of the 
coffee berry a year. Only small quantities 
are sent to the markets for export. A little 


corn is raised, mainly in the vicinity of 


Mahila, where in season it is peddled on the 
streets, boiled or roasted. ; 
‘“"The most important agricultural prod- 
uct is what is known to commerce as Manila 
hemp. Thousands of tons of this fiber are 
raised annually on the Pacific slopes of 
the southern islands, where it also grows 


wild. That this is the leading product of: 
the Philippines is due to the fact that its 


cultivation requires the least effort. With 
only careless attention it is possible to raise 
many tons to the acre, 


How Hemp Is Obtained. 


“The fiber is obtaine@ from a species of 
plantain called abaca, a tree which grows 
to the height of from fifteen to twenty feet 
and is from eight to twelve inches in di- 
ameter. The trunk may be as easily sepa- 
rated as a stalk of celery. An ordinary 
knife only is required to cut down the tree, 
and a rude instrument is used to press out 
the juice and shred the fiber. After a little 
drying in the sun, and packing it into bales 
of 240 pounds each, it is ready for shipment. 
The United States and England take almost 
the entire crop. Hemp of this kind is grown 
nowhere else in the world. It is said thata 
fortune awaits one who can invent a ma- 
chine which will accelerate the process of 
pressing out the juice and pulp, leaving only 


the fiber. A rude knife and a lever for hold-. 


ing it strongly in position are the instru- 
ments now in use, * 

‘‘ Next in the order of importance as a pro- 
duct of the soilis sugar. The poorest sugar 
in the world is produced in the Philippines, 
and yet the islands are capable of producing 
the best. The reason for the poor quality 
lies in the method of manufacture, and not 
in any disadvantage of soil, climate, or char- 
acter of the cane, which is superior in sac- 
chariné. The methods of sugar manufacture 
whiéh prevailed in the fifteenth century are 
still in vogue in the Philippines. The last 
account of mills in operation showed that 
there were in the islands 5,920 cattle mills, 
239 steam mills, and thirty-five water mills, 
while there were only three vacuum-pan 
sugar works. 


Process of Sugar-Making. 


‘‘'The process of making sugar in these. 


islands vartes with locality; but all the prod- 
uct is what 1s known as a low grade of mus- 
covado sugar. It is not drained or clarified 
by any of the modern methods, and brings 


. the lowest price in the markets of the wor!d, 


except, perhaps, the low-grade sugar of a 
similar character madé%p Brazil. The esti- 
mated crop of the islands for the season of 
18¥7-'98 is 190,000 tons. Cuba’s crop for the 
same period is estimated at 200,000 tons. 
Until the year 1890 the United States annu- 
ally imported from 110,000,000 to 300,000.000 
pounds of Manila sugar; but since that time 
a market has been found nearer the sup- 
ply, and China and Japan have become large 
consumers of Manila sugar. There are ex- 
tensive refineries at Hongkong, which take 
a considerable part of the product. Last 
year our imports af sugar from Manila were 
only a little over 73,000,000 pounds. 

*“ This falling off is attributed to the mar- 


/ ket opened up in China and Japan and to the 


bounties paid by the continental nations, 
but Mr. Vanderlip thinks the increased con- 
sumption will demand the development of 
the sugar resources of the Philippines. He 


anticipates that capital invested in this in- 


dustry would be immensely profitable, the 
introduction of machinery improving the 
quality of the output and hing the 


Importance of Tobacco Crop. 

Next in importance, he writes, is tobacco, 
almost all of which is taken by the Euro- 
pean nations, who fancy it almost as much 
as we do the Havana growth. Attention 
is directed to the evil system formerly in 
vogue which required the crep to be deliv- 
ered at the government warehouse and 
which was paid for far under the market 
rate. Latterly the manufacturing of cigars 
at Manila has -ass enormous propor- 
tions. 

Fruits grow wild but are not cultivated, 
There are bananas, oranges, mangoes, 
guavas, but no olives nor figs, and no vine 
culture. Dairy farming never has been in- 
troduced, and the agricultural methods are 
primitive, plowing being done with 
ened stick. 

The mineral resources are great but have 
not been developed. There is coal in Cebu 
and Negros, gold along the streams, copper 
in Lugon, and lead in Cebu. Sulphur is 
found in immense quantities in extinct vol- 
cano craters, and good iron ore is to be 
found on several islands. 

Regarding the timber resources of the 
archipelago Mr. Vanderlip says: 


Hardwoods Are Abundant. 


“ A company is now forming for the pur- 
pose of invading the forests which clothe 
the slopes of the mountain ranges and cover 
thousands of acres of the valley lands not 
yet under culttvation. These forests, 
abounding in rare hardwoods, are virtually 
untotiched. More than sixty varieties capa- 
ble of use are known to exist. The rarest 
@re a green and a yellow wood, which re- 
tain those colors in the finished product. 
They are susceptible of high polish, and for 
carving are said not to be surpassed. The 
trees are not large, but*the logs cut from 
them will average a foot in diameter, and 
are quite large enough for all practical pur-

The divorce sult in question serves to re- 

call the fact that only a few years ago Lord 
Durham himself figured in the divorce court 
as a pétitioner, and that the suit was decided 
against him, much to everybody's #atisfac- 
tion. 
The Countess of Durham, who no.longer 
lives with her husband, is a _ singularly 
charming woman, of extreme refinement, by 
birth a member of the great Yorkshire sport- 
ing house of Milner. 

During the year that followed her mar- 
riage she became so much dumfounded by 
the extravagances of conduct both of her 
husband and of the set in which he moved 
that she lost altogether her sunny temper 
and merry disposition and grew melancholy 
and unhappy. In fact, she withdrew within 
herself, mentally speaking, her surround- 
ings being uncongenial in the extreme. 

On the strength of this Lord Durham, who 
is quite as quarrelsome, wrong-headed, and 
altogether impossible as his too celebrated 
grandfather, the first Earl, instituted pro- 
ceedings in the divorce court for the dissolu- 
tion of his marriage on the pretext that his 
wife was not right in her head, that she had 
been mentally afflicted prior to her marriage, 
and that this condition of affairs had been 
kept concealed from him by her relatives. 

Insanity after marriage constitutes no 
ground for divorce in England, but sucha 
thing as the concealment of the bride's pre- 
vious mental affliction by her parents would 
furnish sufficient grounds at any rate fora 
judicial separation, if not for a full-fledged 
dissolution of the union. 

The trial resulted in favor of the Countess, 
who was shown to have been perfectly sane 
prior to her marriage, while the evidence 
adduced in her behalf to prove the conduct 
of her husband and of his men and women 
friends which had so disturbed her equanim- 
ity was generally held as having been quite 
sufficient to startle any delicately reared and 
sensitive girl. 

The Judge in dismissing the petition of the

| THINKS FIELD FORGETS. 


MRS. CARSE TELLS OF THE MILLION- 
AIRE’S SUBSCRIPTION, 


By the Terms of His Agreement, She 
Says, It Was Understood He Was to. 
Contribute $50,000 Cash to the Tem- 
ple Fund and Not Stock, as He Has 
Since Declared Was His Intention— 
Mrs. Stevens, President of the Na- 
tional W. C. T. U. Goes Bast. 


Mrs. L. M. N. Stevens, President of the 
National Woman’s Christian Temperance 
union, left yesterday afternoon with Miss 
Anna Gordon for Mrs. Stevens’ home in Port- 
land, Me., where they will Stay until the St. 
Paul convention in November. Before leav- 
ing Mrs. Stevens said letters had been re- 
ceived from thirteen State Presidents who 
were not present at the Executive committee 
meeting expressive of strong approval of 
the course of the committee with regard to 
the Temple. With the twenty State Presi- 
dents who attended the meeting there is a 
large majority against the Temple and the 
far Western States that remain to be heard 


from. 

This has made no impression upon Mrs, 
Matilda B. Carse, President of the Board of 
Temple Trustees, judging from the circu- 
lar which she issued yesterday in answer to 
the statement prepared by the general offi- 
cers and indorsed by the Executive commit- 
tes. Concerning Marshall Field’s state- 
ment. with reference to his $50,000 subscrip- 
tion Mrs. Carse’s circular says: 

In regard to the interview of Mrs. Stevens and 
Miss Gordon with Mr. Field July 1, it is stated 
they asked him if his subscription was cash or 
stock. His answer was, ‘* Stock, of course.’’ In 
replying thus he must have forgotten the terms 
of his agreement with the President of the Temple 
trustees, when he wrote in her subscription 
Chicago, Feb. 16, 1897, Marshall Field, 

ondition that the above bonds (Temple trust) 
are all paid and canceled, $50,00v."’ Before 
writing the above he stated he would not accept 
stock towards the $300,0Uu0, only cash or Temple 
trust bonds would be counted. There could be 
no other inference drawn than that he meant to 
pay his subscription in cash in order that the | 
Temple trust bonds might be liquidated. 

Unfortunately the day (July 9 that the pena] 
dent of the Temple trustees returned from her 
Eastern trip, Mr. Field left for Europe, so that 
“no explanation of the unhappy misunderstand- 
ing could be secured. There is no doubt, how- 
ever, felt by her but what Mr. Field will make good 
his pledge in cash, as he is a man of the strictest 
integrity and of the finest sense of honor, and } 
would he the last person to bring disaster upon 
the Temple enterprise through any failure on his 


part 

The above derstanding with Mr. Field 
seemed to be the determining reason for calling 
the Executive committee meeting of July 15 by 
the general officers, and was the cause of such a 
large majority of the committee voting to recom- 
mend that no further call to local unions ar 
efforts by them be made to own or pay for the 
Temple. The Temple trustees hold that such 
a decision is both unwise and unjust, under the 
circumstances. 

The last national convention, by a large ma- 
jority, voted to continue the work of raising funds 
until the next national convention. The war with 
Spain caused a long delay in setting in motion 
the plans formulated by both the Temple trustees 
and the national officers. We have held on to the 
building through seven years of great business 
depression, during which the President of the 
trustees has secured promises of large contribu- 
tions as soon as busin@ss revives, which revival 
has at last become a fact. Lady Henry Somerset, 
Acting President of the World’s W. Cc. T. U., 
during the last month has sent out to all the 
branches of the organization under her control 
a call for contributions of $1, more or less, from 
each member to secure the Temple as a memorial 
tc Miss Willard, and in the statement sent out 
by the National W. C. T. U. Executive com- 
mittee they concede that this may be expected 
to bring in about $15,000. 

The Executive committee of the Canadian W. 
Cc. T. U. has recently sent out a similar call to 
its members, but decided to retain all money so 
raised in their own treasury until they have full 
assurance that the Temple is to be made Miss 
Willard’s memorial, when they will pay it over 
to our treasurer. 


Mrs. Carse says she Is at present soliciting 
100 subscriptions of $1,000 each and has al- 
ready secured several conditioned upon all 
the 100 being paid. .

WIRE RIFLE A WONDER. 


GUNMAKERS ARE INTERESTED IN A 
NEW AMERICAN GUN, 


It Is Made of Many Thin Strips of Steel, 
to Be Bound Together with Seventy- 
five Miles of Wire, and Is Expected 
to Surpass All Records—Is Given Of- 
ficial Appfoval—Care Has Been Tak- 
em to Keep Secret the Process of 
Manufacturing the Weapon. 


Early in August, over at Reading, Pa., the 
winding of seventy-five miles of wire on the 
10-inch Brown segmental-tube wire gun, be- 
fng built for the government in the Scott 
foundry department of the Reading Iron 
company, will be begun. In the same shop

John 
Hamilton Brown, the _ gray-haired down 
East Yankee inventor, predicts that, at the 
Sandy Hook proving ground tests, these 
guns will make new world’s records for gun 
energy. .

They have carefully followed the 
succe$sful development of the Armstrong 
wire gun in England, and have seen it right-— 
fully supplant the Armstrong built-up gun 
in both the army and navy; and they are, 
of course, conversant with the experiments 
made in this country since 1876 by Wood- 
bridge, Crozier, and Brown. 


Given Official Approval. 


After more than twenty years of experi- 
ment with working modelsthe United States 
army has given the wire gun its official ap- 
proval as the peer of the built-up gun, and 
the forthcoming trials of the 10-inch gun, 
embodying radical ideas of gun construc- 
tion, will not be a test of the system, but a 
demonstration of its efficiency. Artillerymen 
and gunmakers on both sides of the Atlantic 
are intensely interested in the test of the big 
gun. ; 

The core of the Brown gun is made of many 
strips of steel extending the length of the 
gun. In the S-ifich gun tested at Sandy 
Hogk four years ago there were twelve of 
these segments or staves, and in the original 
plans for the 10-inch gun, as approved by 
General Flagler, Chief of Ordnance, there 
were ninety segments of  thin-rolled 
steel, each thirty-seven feet long, beveled 
from a thickness of three-eighths of an inch 
on the bore edge to a thickness on the outer 
surface of from .44 to .7 of an inch. The 
segments tapered,.so as to give the core at 
the muzzle a thickness of one and one-half 
inches, and at the breech a thickness of five 
inches. But a few months ago, after the 
steel companies had begun work on the 
segments, the inventor submitted to the

Some idea of the strength of this new piece 
e can be gained by comparing 
its statistics, as worked out by ordnance of- 
fleers, with those of guns now in service. 
The most powerful 10-inoh built-up gun in 
use today is the United States nayal type, 
having a muzzle velocity of 2,009 fdet a sec- 
ond and a muzzle energy of 15,531 foot tons. 
The muzzle energy of the English gun of this 
type is 14,662 foot tons, and of the French 
13,002. As compared with the velocity of 
2,000 feet a second, the Brown gun of the 
same size will have a velocity of 2,088 feet, 
and a 4,000 foot velocity is promised with 
excessive powder charges; as compared 
with the 15,531 foot tons energy of the 
American built-up gun, the Brown gun will 
have 38,410 foot tons. 

The most powerful gun in the United 
States service is the 13-inch naval gun, but 
its muzzle energy is 4,244 foot tons less than 
the Brown 10-inch will develop. “But com- 
pare the new American wire gun with the 
Woolwich wire gun of 11.6 inches caliber— 
1.6 inches more than the Brown. The Eng- 
lish gun develops 3,921 foot tons less energy. 
And the English gun weighs 46.7 tons, giving 
788 foot tons energy to ton of gun, as com- 
pared with the Brown gun, weighing 30 tons 
and giving the enormous energy per ton of 
gun of 1,280 foot tons.—New York Sun.

SHERIFF MAY RAID THE BOOKIES 


Deputy Peters Appears Before the

Chief Deputy Peters of the Sheriff’s office 
was a witness yesterday before the grand 
jury in connection with the attack on the 
Harlem racetrack.

had been looking after the matter and the 
Sheriff's office had gonsidered that the in- 
vestigation and the securing of evidence was 
in good hands without interference on the 
part of the Sheriff unless he was requested 
to interfere.
